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safeguards in it. There are those who are c oncerned t h a t
you cannot find a neu tral consultant. Some of t he
safeguards are that whoever...well, first the criteria that
is used for the selection as well as the individual or
individuals that are selected will have to have the approval
or the concurrence of both the Business and Labor Committee
and the Appropriations Committee. The bill states the
chairman, but it is in concurrence with the committees that
each of us have the...that each of us chair so t hat we c a n
try and be a s su r e a s p o s s i b l e that you have a neutral type
of consultant to draft or propose what would be a meaningfu l
and equitable way for negotiations to occur. This is not
unusual either. Other states have done like things, and the
results have been satisfactory. Obviously if the consultant
comes in with a p roposal and the l egi s l a t i v e com mi t te e
adopts it and it is i ntroduced in l egi s l a t i o n , t hen a l l
sides will have an oppo"tunity, during the next session,

SENATOR CARSTEN: One minute.

SENATOR WARNER: ...to address that legislation and enact it
or k i l l i t . And wi t h t h i s comm i t t e e amendment, if nothing
occurs , t h e n e v e r y b ody i s f r e e , after the next session, to
go a h ead a s we ar e now. I be l i eve , and I b e l i e ve ve r y
firmly that if we fail to do anything the most likely result
is going to be some management-labor problems for s tat e
government that is going to be exceed ngly difficult to work
o ur way ou t o f . I t h i nk i t i s e xcee d i n g l y I kely that any
bargaining rights, somewhere along t h e l i »e , cou l d be
reduced, amended to the point where there a re none . I ' m not
in support of taking that right away. But I think the
failure to put in a structure is i nv i t i ng t hat k i nd o f a
d i f f i c u lt y , a n d I wou l d ho p e yo u wou l d adopt the amendment
to provide the opportunity to see if an equi able and fair
b argai n i n g p r ov i s i on c an be placed in statute so s tate
employees have . . .

S ENATOR CARSTEN: T i m e .

SENATOR WARNER: ...the same kinds of benefits that o t he r
governmental employees ncw have. I move the adoption of the
committee amendments.
